There is no more popu- 
lar public officer in Christian 
county than John P. Prowse, the 
obliging, intelligent and polite 
Clerk of the County Court.

Born in Caldwell 
coiintv, Kentucky, he graduated 
at Princeton in 1892, and was a 
student at the Normal University 
at Nashville. Was admitted to 
the bar in 1894. Received his 
appointment as Master Commis- 
sioner from Judge Bresthitt, Cir- 
cuit Judge, in 1896. For so young 
a man. Commissioner Fowler occu- 
pies a very responsible position, 
but he is wide awake and up to- 
date. 

The tsxable property of the city 
is two and a half millions. There 
is a railroad debt of 1103,000, 
footing up to five or six thousand 
a year, which is regulsrly .paid, 
and the debt is being reduced 
f6,ooo a year.

Interesting Contribution by a 
Memlier of the Catholic 
Congregation. 

To The Use. 

I l.eg space in your esteemed 
paper to mention the mission given 
in the Ch'irch of the Immaculate 
Conception here, by the Kev. 
Father \alentine, a priest from 
the Passionist Order of Louisville, 
Ky., and also of the silver jubilee 
of the church, which occurred on 
the feast of the Immaculate Con- 
ception the 8th inst. 

The missio.i was a grand success, 
full of joy and happiness for the 
Catholic members, and an edifying 
treat to the many non-Catholics 
who attended it. 

Tha Rev. Father Valentine is a 
gifted orator, and an up to date 
warm hearted man, who seems to 
take with every one. Having 
worked as a coal miner in I^ennsyl- 
vania with his father in his boy- 
hood days, he seemed to be very 
much at home here, and was "in 
touch" with the people, and took 
great intereat in them and easily 
won their hearts, and, in fact, the 
hearts of all who met him. On the 
day alter the mission closed he 
took a trip through the mines, Mr.

sncceded in doing in a creilitable 
manner. 

On the night after the Silver |u- 
bilee Ihe members of the congre- 
gation met in the hall over the 
parocisi school-house, the band of 
solicitors having decorated the 
hall with fresh flowers, Japanese 
lanterns, banners, parlor lamps, 
etc., and called together a commit- 
tee of six gentlemen and had them 
call at the pastor's residence and 
invited the Rev. Father to meet 
membera of the congregation and 
other frienda in the hall. They 
came tothe hall to find it full of 
pleasant faces and the stage beau- 
tifully decorrated, reflecting much 
credit on the ladies who did the 
work. 

Before the Ktv. l'"ather Coenen 
could realize what was going to 
take place the Rev. Father Valen- 
tine, who had been chosen master

That old product of the farm, 

but which has lately grown to 
possess a con.mercial value, the 
cornstalk, was also very much in 
evidence in tbe city. Long before 
day the wagons loaded with stalks 
tiegan to pour into the city for de 
livery to Ihe cellulose factory, and 
by the time tbe celluloee people 
were ready to begin rooeiTint the 
wagons were thick all srooad the 
yards. They were unloided as 
fast as a full force of hands, aided 
by the farmers could do so, and 
'57 wagons were relieved of their 
burdens, while 17 were left on the 
yards at dark unloaded, making a 
total of 174, the greatest hereon 
any day since the cellulose factory 
began operations. At any hour 
during the day, on any street, 
could be seen wagons loaded with 
cornstalks en route to the factory. 

Mr. Henry Wagner, who lives 
near th€ city on Wedneaday fin- 
ished (^livering his crop of stalks, 
and it brought nim |t5a 

Not only wss Wednesday the 
record breaker for constalk deliv- 
eries, but the biggest single load 
ever delivered came in on that day. 
The wagon and stalks weighed 
8,000 pounds, and there were three 
tons o^ the stalks, which was all 
the stalks from an acre and a half 
of ground^ The stalks sell at I4 a 
ton making the losd worth f ts. 

With the fhtroduction of the 
manufacture of cellulose in Owens- 
boro, the corn crop has grown to 
be one of the most profitable that 
is rais^ in Daviess county. Ten- 
ants si^ the atalka pay their rents.

tilt Chemical thai Makes Acelr- 
leoe Gas. 

If the gentlemen who control 
the manufacture of calcic carbide, 
the chemical which ia uaed to gen- 
erate acetylioe gaa, have auffioent 
faith in their process and inven- 
tion to believe they can create a 
fairly large and lasting demand 
for it, it will be necessary to es- 
tablish a plant for the manufacture 
of this chemical. The owners of 
this process and the patents on the 
gas generatiag macinea aeem in- 
clined to puah their invootioaa in 
the South, hence a Sotttbem loca 
tion would be best. 

The materials used in the man- 
ufacture of this carbide are coke 
and limestone, which are finely 
pulverized and mixed together, 
then smelted or fused together in a 
furnace at very high temperature. 
The electric cirrrent ia utiliaed in 
the fuaing. A place that affords 
the necessary ingredients in proper 
(juantitirs, is well situated geo- 
graphically and with reference 
to labor conditions, has good rail- 
road facilities and water supply, 
is the ideal location. Such a place 
is Earlington. There ia plenty 
of limestone available, a large 
coke plant with a strong company 
behind it, unlimited water supply, 
excellent railroad facilities— being 
situated on the Henderson di- 
vision of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville railroad at the end of a aub- 
division where service ia prompt. 
The location ia a choice oaa and 
cannot be turpi wed ia thia aoc- 
tion of the conatry, if iadaad any- 
where. 

Of course the establishment of 
such a plant is yet an uncertainty 
but it is among the probabilities. 

Mr. Geo. R. Lynn, of Madison- 
ville, is interested in a large 
territory in the South, into which 
it is propoaed to introduea the 
acetylene gas, and he haa groat 
faith in the success of the invan- 
tioii. So much so that he ia de- 
voting his whole time to it now. 
He will be in Earlington tonight 
with a sample gas machine and 
lamp which he will exhibit to the 
curioua and interested. Thia gaa 
makes a very bright and beautiful 
light and is worth seeing, if only 
through curiosty. Great interest 
has been manifested by those who 
have seen the light in Madison 
ville.

What will CoDcraw do about the 
great subjacts which are to come 
before it?

.. ■fproggnaa PraaidMt McKinlev's 
Mfaniiwl* iiMuaffe has clarified 
«Im atmoaphere, so to speak, and 
has suggested such simple and 
elective solutions of the apparent* 
ly vexed problems that there is 
great encouragement, not alone 
aiBODg frianda of the admiuistra- 
tiMi, MK «IMiig people who 
actually want to see definite action 
upon theao tnpoitaot questions 
and to see them adjusted without 
reference to party prejudice or 
partisan bias 

The currency problem, which 
looked so large and alarming a lew 
Wmks ago, assumes a very difier- 
mt aqpect in the light cast upon it 
by Pmideot McKinle^a message. 
Siasple •• his propOaittoa is, many 
people see in it an open door to a 
final solution to the currency prob- 
lem, and one through which the 
Government may walk without 
danger of disturbance. The feel- 
ing which existed a few mtmths 
•ga^ that a ravirion of the currency ' 
VyiMB and one which ibould elimi- 
nnle the gold-bearing obligations 
could not be accomplished without 
materially increasing the indebted- 
ness of the Government is rapidly 
giving way in view of the admir- 
able plaa wrtHand by the Pmi- 
dfnt. 

'^If Cpngreaa will follow the 
ifltarident'a advice in tbia matter," 
•aid a distinguished and eqMri- 

encfd official of the Government, 
who has had a long opportunity to 
study matters of this kind, "the 
people of this country will wake 
up some fine morning a few years 
iMBW and find that the currency 
ftyateniMi beo« changed in a ut- 
iafaelocyiMy withoot any financial 
«;4iaiai^anee nd almost without 
the people being conscious of it. 
The President's proposition to re- 
lain in the Treasury the gold 
demand ot>ligatioos which arc re- 
j^nemed in gold, and to permit the 
• ' ««(loail baoka to increaae their 
iotirency ao as to fill the vacancy 
that this retention of United States 
«otea would catne.and also that the 
banks be required to redeem their 
own notes in gold, will, if carried 
out, gradually transfer tu the 
aboulders of the banks that duty 
Of providing the gold for the de- 
• mands of the country which the 
Governlnent haa heretofore at- 
tempted to maintain. This plan, 
if carried out, would, in my 
opinion, solve the entire ciirr«Micy 
problem, and do it in such a 
gradual, quiet way that it wunld 
disturb business conditions or 
ipel the increase of the interest- 
riog indebtedness of the Gov- 
ernment. John Sherman, when 
lie was preparing as Secretary of 
the Treasury to resume specie 
payments, said: 'The way to re 
Bume is to resume.' Now it seems 
that another Ohio man has come 
to the front with an equally simple, 
practical currency reform proposi- 
lion, which n«y f o into operation 
aa amoothly and aatisfactorily and 
with as valuable teanlta as did the 
specie resumption under Secretaiy 
Sherman, now the distinguisht d 
and honored head of the Depart- 
ment of State." 

The few people who were in- 
clined to oriHeiiae the operations of 
the Dingle^ law have learned that 
their criticisms were not well 
founded. That law has in its first 
four months produced nearly ten 
per cent, more revenue than did 
the Wilaon law in the correspond- 
ing four months of its history, and 
has increased its earnings more 
than twenty-five per cent, in that 
length of time. Assistant Secre- 
tary Howell, who has been many 
years connected with the customs 
service of the - Government, has 
cauied a very careful estimate to 



be made of the earnings wdich this 
law would have produced in the 
past (our months had the iniporta- 
tious been up to the normal. To 
obtain the normal importations he 
takes those of the year 1892, which 
was looked upon as a fair example 
of the importing habits of the 
United Stales. He finds that if 
the importations of the past four 
months had been equ^l to those 
of the corresponding iiionilis in 
1892 th^ customs earnings of the 
new law would have been (io3,- 
000,000 instead of $34,000,000, as 
they were, or an average of nearly 
117,000,000 |>er month in exceas 
of its actual earnings meantime. 
This gives great encouragement to 
the friends of the law, and they 
look forward with absolute con- 
fidence to its earning capacity and 
to the probability that it will, 
within the MXt few months, show 
to the vu^B^^its ability to supply 
all the revenue needed. 

On this subject it is proper to 
say that the so-called estimates of 
the Treasury Department which 
indicate that the revenue for the 
next fiscal year wall be f 21,000,000 
short of the expenditures are en- 
tirely misleading. The law re- 
quires the War Department to 
include in ita river and harbor fig- 
urea the entire estimatea of the of- 
ficers in charge of the various 
works, which brings the estimate 
for river and liarboi work, alone, 
for the fiscal year above lOa.ooo,- 
000, while it is well known that 
the cnalom is to appropriate no 
more ihi^ one-fourth of that sum. 
It is thna apparent that while the 
estimatea Ust' expenditures are 
nominally in excess of those re 
lating to receipts in fact the re- 
ceipts will be graaiar than the ex- 
penditures.
